The project was recommended at the Board meeting 
last Monday by Superintendent Robert E. Walker. 

The survey would include (1) a careful analysis of the 
district’s financial ability, 

(2) an analysis of future fi¬ 
nancial ability, (3) -an an¬ 
alysis of student population 
growth factors, (4) an ana¬ 
lysis of future current ex¬ 
penses and future capital 
outlay needs, and (5) an 
analysis of alternate plans 
of school district organiza¬ 
tion.

After the study is complet¬ 
ed at a cost of $1,500, Mr.

Several persons have inquired about a recount 
of the ballots in the recent tax election. 

This question arises after every close election 
and, of course, when only a few votes decide the 
issue—as in Sierra Madre—the chance of an error 
is always present. 

Locally, thought, the odds against a mistake, it 
seems to me. are about 1,000 to 1. 

IN THE FIRST place, it’s too late to task for a 
recount so the question is purely academic. The dead¬ 
line was 5 p.m. Monday—five days after the official 
canvass by the Board of Education. 

A canvass, incidentally, is not a recount. It is 
simply a totaling of the figures as presented by the 
election officials. 

A person who wishes a recount must file an affi¬ 
davit with the county clerk showing why one should 
be made. Providing a sufficient reason is given, the 
ballots are then taken into court and a recount is 
ordered. 

Ballots are re-totaled by four clerks, at $15 
each. This cost must be paid by the person seeking

Labor 'Pros’ Control Union Meetings

SACRAMENTO, June 4 — 
It cost $1.96 per day to edu¬ 
cate a California elementary 
school pupil during the 1957- 
58 fiscal year and $3.02 per 
day for a high school stu¬ 
dent, State Controller Alan 
Cranston said yesterday. 

Cranston revealed the av¬ 
erages as his office issued its 
annual report on school dis¬ 
trict financial transactions. 

Similar breakdowns peg¬ 
ged the per-day costs at $3.31 
for a junior college student 
and $2.29 for a pupil in an 
unified school district, a dis¬ 
trict in which all school lev¬ 
els are administered by a 
single board. 


EXTENDED OVER the full 
school year of 175 days, the 
annual cost was $343 for an 
elementary school pupil, 
$528 for a high school stu¬ 
dent, $580 for a junior col¬ 
lege student, and $401 for a 
pupil in an unified district, 
Cranston reported. 

The overall high cost of 
education was reflected in a 
single statistic showing that 
the State’s 1819 school dis¬ 
tricts spent a total of $1,- 
195,554,264 from general 
funds in the fiscal year end¬ 
ing last June 30. 

California’s 58 counties did 
not spend that much alto-

Labor Committee hearings 
are underway in Los Ange¬ 
les, to gather data on indus- 
trirl relations in this area. 

Frankly, I engineered this 
investigation, because of the 
great number of letters I’ve 
received in the past two 
years, describing some very 
unhealthy conditions exist¬ 
ing here. The testimony and 
evidence we get may help to 
get a good labor bill in place 
of the weak and inadequate 
Kenendy Bill. We came out 
here because it’s cheaper to 
have a three-man subcom¬ 
mittee come to Los Angeles 
than to send dozens of wit¬ 
nesses to Washington. 

Thus far, testimony of sev. 
eral witnesses has revealed 
some shocking things; the 
kind of things you might ex¬ 
pect to hear about from 
Commuist Russia, but not in 
the free United States. It 
isn't necessary to re-state 
them here because the news¬ 
papers have carried complete 
reports daily. But some of the 
implications and conclusions 
are not so obvious or well 
known. 

I HAVE BEEN constantly 
impressed by the lack of de¬ 


mocracy within certain 
unions. While only a few 
union officials are dishonest 
in the legal sense, a great 
many locals are run by a 
militant minority, and the 
average union member has 
little or nothing to do with 
its policies. When ordinary 
members, “outside” the rul¬ 
ing circle, attend a meeting, 
maybe with fire in their 
eyes, they find themselves 
out-maneuvered at every 
turn by this autocratic mi¬ 
nority. 

These “pros” know every 
trick of parliamentary pro¬ 
cedure, and this is their 
most reliable ..weapon. They 
don't have to resort to vio¬ 
lence or even threats of in¬ 
timidation. A "point of per¬ 
sonal privilege"’ or a “motion 
to table" is a powerful wea¬ 
pon in the hands of a smart 
operator, especially when he 
controls the meeting. 

The average guy, attend¬ 
ing a union meeting for the 
first time, with no prior 
knowledge or experence in 
procedure, hasn’t a chance 
against these tactics. After 
one or two experiences of 
this sort, Mr. Average Union 
Member simply doesn't come 
back, leaving the union 
bosses in complete and un-

contested control. These 
methods are used more often 
than brickbats, but you 
don’t read about it in the 
headlines. 

WE MUST, in the new la¬ 
bor legislation, give and 
guarantee union control by 
union rank and file member¬ 
ship. Given the power, the 
members themselves would 
rid their locals of dictatorial 
control and the resultant 
evils. 

Instead of strengthening, 
the original Kennedy Bill 
weakened the union mem¬ 
ber’s voice in his local’s af¬ 
fairs. The watered down Mc¬ 
Clellan “Bill of Rights" goes 
only part way. Other labor 
reform proposals: the Barden 
Bill, the Kearns Bill, my own- 
and others, do the job prop¬ 
erly. We’re going to put up 
a terrific battle in Commit¬ 
tee to get the needed provi¬ 
sions into whatever bill is 
finally drafted. 

I believd the evidence we 
take back to Washington 
from our Los Angeles inves¬ 
tigations will help “sell'’ this 
important provision to the 
Labor Commttee.

Property taxes levied by 
all California counties, 
cities, school districts and 
other special - purpose dis- 
tstriets for the 1958-59 fiscal 
year reached $1,807,824,000— 
almost $123 for every man, 
woman and child in the 
state — according to figures 
released by Richard Nevins, 
Fourth District member of 
the State Board of Equali¬ 
zation. 

This amount represents a 
rise of 10.6 per cent from the 
previous year’s total of $1,- 
634,412,000 and of nearly $7 
in the per capita tax levy. 

While the aggregate tax¬ 
able assesesd valuations of 
tangible property have 
doubled during the decade 
since 1948, tax levies during 
the same period have almost 
tripled. 

This has resulted in a con¬ 
tinuation of the nearly un¬ 
interrupted climb in the 
statewide average property- 
tax rate from $5.45 per $100 
of assessed valuation in the 
1948-49 fiscal year to the 
§ 1958-59 fiscal year average 
' rate of $6.96. The current 
rate is 24 cents higher than 
that of the previous year. 

School district tax levies 
this year amounted to $862,- 
134.000, an increase of 12 per 
cent from the preceding, 
year’s figure. This sum is 
$275 for each of the 3,140,000 
pupils in average daily at¬ 
tendance in our public 
schools. These levies, ac¬ 
counting for 48 per cent of 
the total 1958-59 property 
taxes, averaged $3.32 per 
S100 of assessed value.
